Ingredients: % ‘cup melted 
shortening, 1% cup molasses, 1 
egg (beaten), % .cup raisins | 
(chopped) 1% cups rolled oats, ; 


4% cup broken walnut meats, 14 
cup sifted all-purpose flour, %

Method: Put the _ shortening 
(slightly cooled) in a mixing 
bowl and add the molasses and 
mix. Add the egg, raisins, rolled 
oats and walnut meats and stir 
together. Sift the flour, baking 
soda, cinnamon and salt together; 
add the first mixture with milk. 
Drop by heaping tablespoons, 
about 2 inches apart, onto a greas- 
ed cooky sheet.. Bake in hot 
(425F.) oven for 10 to 15 min- 
utes or until done. Makes about 
30 large cookies. 





Frosted Chocolate Cake 
Ingredients: 2 cups sifted cake 
flour, 1 teaspoon baking soda, 14 
| teaspoon salt, Y%ecup shortening, 
1 teaspoon vanilla, 1%4 cups firmly 
packed brown sugar, 2 eggs, 3 
(3 ounces) unsweetened 
chocolate (melted), 1 cup milk. 

Method: Sift flour, baking soda, 
and salt together. Cream short- 
ening and vanilla, add brown 
sugar gradually, and cream until 
light and fluffy. Beat in eggs, 
one at a time, extremely well. Add 
melted chocolate and blend. Add 
dry ingredients alternately with 
milk, mixing them well combined 
each time; but do not overmix .and 
begin and -end with flour. Turn 
into a greased 8 x 8 x 2 inch pan 
and bake in moderate (350F.) 
oven until done. 

For frosting: Cream a quarter 
cup of butter or margarine and 
beat in 2 cups of sifted confec- 
tioner’s sugar and a teaSpoon of 
vanilla; thin with a little cream 
until consistency for spreading.
